Wheie school gardens are conducted the children are stim- 


ulated by contests in which prizes are offered, and the result is 
great i'nleiesl and activity on their part. They work and pay 
caieful attention to the instruction given by those in charge, 
and at the end of the setlson they not only have many good 
{nines to take home, but a store of knowledge that is of real 
practical value. ,'They have.:the' benefit of healthful exercise 
of mind and body, one of the best combinations in the world, 
in school or oul of school.
